Article 21. 

(a) Gold,- pieces of $20, $10, $5, $4, $2, and $1. 

(bo) Silver,- * " one peso, two-fifths of a peso, 
Qhagfifth of a peso, ons tenth of a peso. 

(c) Nickel,-pieces of five-hundredth parts of a peso, 
of two-hundredth parts of a peso and of one- 
hundredth part of a peso. 

Article Vl. Silver coins of one hundred cents shall weigh 
twenty-six and 7295 ten-thousandth grammes; those of 
two-fifths of a peso shall weigh t3n grammes; thoss of 
one-fifth of a peso, five gramm3s, and those of one- 
tenth of a peso, two and 500/1000 grammes, Nickel coins 
of five- one-hundredths of a peso shall weigh five’ 
grammes; and those of one and two one-hundredths of 
a peso, two and one half and three and one half grammes, 
respectively. 

Artisle Vll. Every coin shall be stampsd with its value, 
weight and fineness, year of coinag?2, and the inscrivtion

If you are to be in 
New York next week, would you be kind enough to endeavor to 
arrange an appointment? If necessary, I may go to Philadelphia, 
but desired at. least to hear from you on the subject first.

Relative to our interview of yestorday I beg to say 
that befors any coinage gan be commenced it will be necessary 
to have for approval designs made for each coin with the 
required inscriptions, insignia and emblems displayed ina 
satisfactory manner, . 

The weight and fineness being already stated the 
naxt quastion to be decided ts the diameter of ‘each goin and 
the relativa in size one coin shall bear to the other, consider= 
ing always tha maohanical requirements for successful coinage, 
In considsring this features of the soins the voluma of mutal 
contained in each should in a measure govern the diameter and 
thicknsss, these points being sottlad the ralief of the dasigns 
must also anter into the problem of scotnags, atharkies the 
difficulty of coinaga is inoraased and tha autpet decreased, 

To produss the working dias after all the avove 
points have been determined and design apvroved, it is nacessary 
to engrave a matrix of both obwerse and raeversa of each ooin,

Can you give me a general idea of the capac- 
ity of the Mint to turn out the coins after the dies 
are ready? I had in mind a coinage of about #1,000- 
000. per month in gold and $1,000,000. per month in 
Pilwens divided in the carey tee erycen aiessaad 

” 20 cents and 10 cents. The latter, of course, in- 
volve much more work than the gold. Could this 
amount be done without inconvenience? 

I would be glad if you would advise me of 
what you consider the maximum cepacity on both gold 
and silver, under normal conditions of operation, and 
also whether there would be any difficulty in coining 
assorted lots of silver of different denominations, 
up to the amount of *2,000,000. per month.

In reply to your letters of the lst, llth and 14th 
inst., which owing to a slight illness I was not able to 
answer before, I beg to state that I have studied with in- 
terest every one of the propositions submitted. 


After careful consideration, and having consulted 
with the President about the different points brought up 
by the artists, I have decided to accept Mr. Barber's pro- 
position, as it seems to me that his familiarity with coin- 
age at large will give best results. Besides, the fact 
that the law actually limits and determines the motives of 
the designs to appear in each coin, leaves hardly any room 
for artistic conceptions. 


In connection with Mr. Barber's proposition of three 
thousand dollars ($3000) for the complete designsof seven 
coins, you are requested to investigate and submit to me his 
charges for the remaining designs required by the law. 


I am sending you herewith tentative sketches with the 
legends and designs required by the law which have been pre- 
pared by Mr. Montoulieu only as a suggestion of the possible 
distribution of the inscriptions and insignia as prescribed 
by the Monetary Law. 


You are hereby directed to order the execution of the 
work in accordance with Mr. Barber's proposition of Dec. 10, 
1914. It is to be understood that sketches must be submit- 
ted for approval previous to the final execution of the work.

I received to-day a letter from the Secretary 
of Finance of the Republic of Cuba, stating that he had 
decided to accept your proposition in regard to the pre- 
paration of the seven coins to be first designed and 
minted for the Republic. 

The Minister requests me to order the execution 
of the work in accordance with your prvposition of Decem- 
-ber tenth, but desires that sketches be submitted for ap- 
proval previous to its final execution. 

4s an aid in your work, the Secretary submits 
the drawings which I enclose, made by Eduardo I. Montoulieu, 
who is specially attached to the Monetary Commission. 
These sketches, I understand, are not to preclude further 
suggestions on your part, but indicate the words and de~ 
8igns which under the law must appear on the coins. 

I also enclose herewith a design of the seal of 
the Republic which is to appear on all of the coins. I 
have received,also, from Havana, a fine colored plate of 
this seal which is rather large to mail conveniently, but 
which I will hand you in person or forward in some way 
soon. The colored plate does not differ in any essential 
particular from the embossed seal which is enclosed. z 
will also bring you the photograph of the bust of Marti 





which I showed you on my previous visit.

In further pursuance of the matter of the Cuban 


coinage, I beg to advise you that you may go ahead with the 

hubs for the three minor coins of nickel, in accordance with 
the designs you have submitted. They have the approval of 

the Secretary of Finance. 

The Secretary would likes to see samples of all 
the new coins as soon as any one of them is ready for sub- 
mission. I suppose such samples in plaster or some other 
form can be prepared Before the steel dies are made. 

; The Secretary has been advised, through the Secre- 
tary of State, that the Government of the United States con- 
sents to the issue of the Cuban coinage by the Philadelphia 
Mint. Can you advise me if the Government of the United 
States has any regular form of contract for doing this work, 
and if so, can a copy be sent me here? 

Can you also advise me what is the smallest lot of 
coinage of a single denomination which can be executed eco- 
nomically at one time? Can the dies be changed from day 
to day, or is it preferable to executed a considerable amount 
of one denomination without changing? I desire to consult 
the bank which has obtained the contract in regard to the 
best manner of getting the new coins in circulation and this

In respect to the execution of duplicate dies, 
I was advised by Mir. Montoulieu that you do not wish to 
complete this branch of the work until a definite order 
has been received from the uovernment of Cuba for the ex- 
ecution of the coinage at the mint at vhiladelphia. Upon 
receiving this advice from Mr. Montoulieu, I cabled the 
Situation to the Secretary of Finance, Dr. Leopoldo Cancio, 
and have received from him the following message: 

"You are hereby authorized proceed with 

coinage upon acquisition bullion, your 

cable yesterday submitted to bank, writ- 


ing mail to-day." 
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I presume you will accept this as sufficient authority to 
complete the dies, without being further advised. I have 
written, however, to the Acting Director of the Mint at 
Washington, advising him of my receipt of this authority. 

I have also requested the representative of the Republic

Department. of State. . 
A contract has been signed between the Government 


of the Republic and the Banco Nacional de Cuba, in accordance 
with the monetary law, under which the bank agrees to pur- 
chase the bullion, make the necessary advances of money for 
the purpose, pay for the bullion, the coinage and other inci= 
dental charges, to receive reimbursement after the delivery 
of the coin to the Government in Havana. The most frequent 
and direct relations of the Mint at Philadelphia in the matter, 
therefore, will be with the Banco Nacional de Cuba, whose 
representative in New York is Mr. J. T. Monohan, the regular 
manager of the New York branch of the: Hanke at No. 2 wall 
Street.
